WASHINGTON (AP) - President­ 
elect Jimmy Ca rter sa y s he ha s “ sent 
wo rd” to the na tio n’s steel pro ducers, 
urg ing them to rev erse recent price 
hikes to a v o id g iv ing the o il-ex po rting 
co untries a n ex cuse to ra ise petro leum 
prices. 


But Ca rter sa y s the steelma kers 
were no nco mmitta l in their respo nses. 


Ca rter sa id Mo nda y tha t sena to rs 
a nd Ho use members were co nv ey ing 
his messa g e to the co mpa nies tha t 
hig her steel prices will ha v e a sev ere 
impa ct o n infla tio n a ro und the wo rld. 
In a n interv iew with CBS a ncho rma n 
Wa lter Cro nkite, Ca rter sa id tha t if 
5* eel “ prices a re g o ing up, I think it 
wo uld be a g o o d ex cuse fo r Ira n a nd 
o ther na tio ns to sa y , Well, if y o u in­ 
crea se steel prices in the middle o f o ur 
o il meeting s, then it’s leg itima te fo r us 
to ra ise o ur o il prices.’” 


Ira n a nd o ther members o f the 
Org a niza tio n o f Petro leum Ex po rting 
Co untries, the o il ca rtel, a re meeting 
in December to discuss a n increa se in 
o il prices. OPEC ha s defended pre­ 
v io us price hikes by po inting to hig her

He g o t his first ro le in 15)56 as a 
b arten der in an o ff-Bro adway rev iv al 
fo r which he earn ed $15 a week. He 
wo n critical acclaim — an d an Ob ie 
Award fo r Best Perfo rmer o f 1961 — 
fo r his ro le in Jean Gen et’s sav ag e 
dram a ab o u t racial hatred, “ The 
Blacks.”

The p ro sp ect o f a do u b le 
han g in g has aro u sed w idesp read 
co n tro v ersy , b o th o v er cap ital p u n ish­ 
men t an d the effect sp arin g the 
Mu rray s mig ht hav e o n the g o v ern ­ 
m en t’s camp aig n ag ain st the ex ­ 
trem ists o f the Irish Rep u b lican Army .

Carter Against Steel Hikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter says he has "sent 
word” to the nation’s steel producers, 
urging them to reverse recent price 
hikes to avoid giving the oil-exporting 
countries an excuse to raise petroleum 
prices. 


But Carter says the steelmakers 
were noncommittal in their responses 


Carter said Monday that senators 
and House members were conveying 
his message to the companies that 
higher steel prices will have a severe 
impact on inflation around the world. 
In an interview with CBS anchorman 
Walter Cronkite, Carter said that if 
steel "prices are going up, I think it 
would be a good excuse for Iran and 
other nations to say, ‘Well, if you in­ 
crease steel prices in the middle of our 
oil meetings, then it’s legitimate for us 
to raise our oil prices.’’* 


Iran and other members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, the oil cartel, are meeting 
in December to discuss an increase in 
oil prices. OPEC has defended pre­ 
vious price hikes by pointing to higher 
costs of manufactured goods made in 
oil-importing countries. 


In the wake of the decision Monday 
by U.S. Steel, the nation's largest steel 
producer, 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
and 
Republic Steel to make the price hike 
virtually 
industry-w ide, 
U.S. 
economists were predicting the higher 
cost of steel is likely to push up prices 
for a wide variety of consumer goods 
in the months ahead. 
Carter said during his campaign that 


he would ask for stand-by authority to 
impose wage and price controls, al­ 
though he said he didn’t think they 
would be used. However, some 
economists have said that even the 
possibility of price controls may be 
causing worried businessmen to push 
through price increases they might 
otherwise wait on. 
Meanwhile, Jerry Jasinowski, head 
of the economic policy group in Car­ 
ter’s transition staff, declined to 


speculate whether the steel companies 
are .seeking to take advantage of the 
transition period between the outgoing 
Ford administration and the incoming 
C arter adm inistration in pushing 
through their price hikes 
"At this point we are still trying to 
assess the facts," Jasinowski said. 
"We should know more in a couple of 
days.’! He said he was preparing a 
report for Carter on the price move. 
The increases, which are generally 6 


per cent on flat-rolled steel, the kind 
used in autos and appliances, are ef­ 
fective Wednesday. 
The Ford administration's Council 
on Wage and Price Stability also is 
looking into the increases and is 
preparing a report for President Ford 
The administration lacks authority 
to roll back price increases, and the 
investigation is intended simply to 
force the companies to justify their ac­ 
tion The steel producers that have 


announced price hikes will be asked to 
submit information to the council on 
prices, costs, demand and profits, a 
council spokesman said.

Godfrey Cambridge 
Dies On Movie Set 


BURBANK, Calif. (AP) - Godfrey 
Cambridge, the black comic-actor who 
wanted his movie roles to transcend 
color lines, has died of a heart attack 
after collapsing on a movie set. He was 
43. 
Cambridge collapsed Monday night 
while playing the role of Ugandan 
dictator Idi Amin on the set of the ABC 
television film "Victory at Entebbe.” 
The movie portrays the daring Israeli 
commando rescue of hostages at the 
Entebbe, Uganda, airport last sum­ 
mer. 
“Godfrey did two small scenes 
earlier today and was doing a simple 
walk-on scene,' speaking to the 
hostages,’’ said producer Bob Gun- 
nette. "TTie scene was not even begun, 
Godfrey was waiting for a cue and he 
collapsed. 
“ There 
was 
absolutely 
no 
forewarning, he. just went down. I 
think it was apparent to most of us 
around that he was gone.” 
G unnette said Cam bridge had 
arrived from his home in Ridgefield, 
Conn., earlier in the day. 
The actor was taken to nearby St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, where a team of 
doctors pronounced him dead on 
arrival. 
Cambridge, rotund during much of 
his career, was a constant dieter who 
shed 170 pounds after ballooning to 
nearly 300 pounds. His weight had 


caused fluid-retention problems that 
required hospital treatm ent in 1972. 
"White or black," he once said in an 
interview, "when I look in a m irror I 
still see me. "But I’ve made ’em one 
concession to white — I add a ‘g’ to my 
verbs.” 
Cambridge was raised 
in 
New 
Y ork’s H arlem by parents who 
em igrated from B ritish G uiana. 
Graduating from Hofstra College in 
1955, he worked as an airplane wing 
cleaner, judo instructor, maternity 
hospital ambulance driver, hot rod 
racer and cab driver, while trying to 
break into acting. 
He got his first role in 1956 as a 
bartender in an off-Broadway revival 
for which he earned $15 a week. He 
won critical acclaim — and an Obie 
Award for Best Performer of 1961 — 
for his role in Jean Genet’s savage 
dram a about racial hatred, “The 
Blacks.” 
Once he had become established in 
m ovies by playing black roles, 
Cambridge insisted on acting parts 
that depicted him “as a man, rather 
than as a Negro.” He played an Irish­ 
man in “ The Troublemaker (1964),” a 
CIA agent in “The President’s Analyst 
(1967),” a gangster in "The Busy Body 
(1967),” a Jewish cab driver in "Bye, 
Bye Braverman (1968),” and a white 
bigot who gets turned into a black man 
in “Night The Sun Came Out (1969).” 
2 Irish Terrorists 
Face Death Penalty 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) — Noel and 
Marie Murray have been sitting in the 
shadow of the gallows for six months. 
The two confessed anarchists occupy 
death row cells in separate prisons, 
watched round the clock by guards 
who sit in their cells with them. 
Noel, a 25-year-old engineer, and 
Marie, 27, were sentenced to death 
June 9 by Dublin’s special criminal 
court, a nonjury tribunal, for killing a 
police constable during a bank holdup 
a year ago. She admitted shooting the 
policeman. 
No one has been executed by the 
Irish government since 1954, and a 
yeoman has not been sent to the gallows 
since 1925. The prospect of a double 
hanging has aroused w idespread 
controversy, both over capital punish­ 
ment and the effect sparing the 
Murrays might have on the govern­ 
ment’s campaign against the ex­ 
trem ists of the Irish Republican Army. 
The Supreme Court is expected to 
rule soon on the couple’s appeal 
against the death sentences. They 
contend the capital punishment provi­ 
sion for murder of a police officer 
should not apply to them because their 
victim was off duty, was not in 
uniform, and they did not know he was 
a policeman. 
In Ireland, the death penalty applies 
only to the murder of a head of state, 
diplomats, police and prison officers 
and killings by members of illegal 
organizations for political ends. 
If the Supreme Court rejects the 
M urrays’ appeal, P rim e M inister 
Liam Cosgrave and his cabinet could 


spare them by recom m ending a 
presidential reprieve. But two political 
m urders since their trial may have 
hurt their chances for reprieve — the 
land-mine assassination of British 
Ambassador Christopher Ewart-Biggs 
on July 21 and the booby-trap killing of 
a police officer last month. 


Both those killings were blamed on 
the IRA. 
“There is a strong body of opinion in 
government circles that reprieving the 
Murrays will undermine the govern­ 
m ent’s drive to smash the IRA and 
other organizations that threaten 
secu rity ,” one w ellplaced source 
reported. 
Noel and M arie M urray were 
m arried three years ago. They met 
through a mutual interest in Gaelic, 
Ireland’s ancient tongue, as well as 
Irish nationalism and civil rights. 
Marie was working in the govern­ 
ment’s Gaelic section. 
They drifted into left-wing politics 
and eventually into Ireland’s tiny 
anarchist community. Both had minor 
brushes with the law over a robbery 
linked with their political activities. 
But they didn’t become public figures 
until they held up a Dublin bank in 
September 1975. 
Tile robbery was seen by police 
officer Michael Reynolds while he was 
taking his wife and young daughter for 
a drive on the wet Thursday afternoon. 
He chased the getaway car down a 
dead-end street and jumped Murray. 
Mrs. Murray shot the policeman in the 
back of the head with a pistol. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - At President 
Ford’s suggestion, Republican leaders 
are drafting plans for a new policy 
panel to guide the party and speak on 
the issues after Democrat Jimmy 
Carter moves into the White House. 
A Republican source said Ford has 
indicated he would take an active role 
in such an operation, patterned on the 
party committee that set and spoke 
policy a decade ago, during another 
GOP rebuilding effort. 
Mary louise Smith, the resigning 
national chairman, told Republican 
governors Mondaythat she is exp- 
oring the possibility of setting up "a 
policy committee of Republican lead­ 
ers whose specific task would be to 
harness ideas and set directions.”

concept 
of the 
Republican Coordinating Committee, 
which charted 
GOP policy 
when 
Lyndon B. Johnson was president. 
It included congressional leaders, 
including Ford, governors, former 
presidential nominees and other party 
officials, and spanned GOP ideology 
from right to left. 
That was not the only familiar 
formula advanced on Monday as GOP 
governors, only 12 of them surviving, 
discussed the Republican plight and 
future. Their two-day meeting winds 
up today. 
The governors and other party

Monday talking of 
broadening GOP appeal, 
shelving 
ideological disputes and turning to a 
master organizer to lead rebuilding 
efforts for the next election.

DETROIT (AP) — An employment 
agency for “overqualified” engineers 
and scientists is closing because the 
federal funds it sbught for expansion 
are going to help hardcore unemployed 
and young job seekers instead. 


Agency director Don Bennett said in 
years of operating on a shoestring 
budget he has helped 405 people, ob­ 
tained jobs for 255, prepared 300 
resumes and made 6,000 job referrals. 


He said he feels the program, called 
REVEST 
(Volunteer 
Engineers 
Scientists and Technicians) filled a 
valuable need because professionals 
"often are much less competent job­ 
seekers than the average worker.”

As the recount began Monday, the 
U.S, Justice Department turned down 
a formal request 
from the Ohio 
Democratic Party to provide federal 
observers "at each and every recount 
session.” 
State Democratic Chairman Paul 
Tipps said Carter’s Electors wanted 
federal watchdogs at the recount, 
partly because of fraud charges 
leveled against Democrats by the 
U.S. I .a bor Party. But a Justice De­ 
partment spokesman said the federal 
government lacked jurisdiction in such 
cases. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
said he expects the recount, requested 
at state expense by electoral college 
candidates who ran on behalf of 
President Ford, to be completed by the 
end of this week or early next week. 
The petitioners were granted their 
request under a law that requires the 
state to pay for a recount if the winning 
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margin was less than one per cent. 
Carter’s razor thin edge amounted to 
.23 of one per cent, but it enabled him 
to snare Ohio’s big bloc of 23 electoral 
votes, due for official tabulation Dec. 
13. 
Brown said Monday he expects the 
recount to proceed until finished in 
every county unless Franklin County 
Republican Chairman Russell Leach, 
and others who requested it. decide to 
call a halt. 
With eight counties reporting by late 
Monday, the results showed Carter 
gaining mostly in Trumbull County 
where the president-elect picked up 252 
votes and President Ford lost 202. 
Trumbull County election officials 
attributed the change to errors in 
transcribing figures. 
Otherwise, there was no change in 
Marion or Hardin County. In Darke, 
Carter gained 139 votes and Ford 
picked up 105; in Pike, Carter lost 
seven and Ford gained four; in Preble, 
both candidates gained two votes. 
Incomplete recounts in Lucas and 
Mahoning Counties showed Carter lost 
a vote in each of those counties, while 
Ford gained four in Lucas and lost six 
in Mahoning.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Web­ 
ster’s Dictio nary defines "crisis” as a 
‘turning po int fo r better o r wo rse...a 
decisiv e mo rnent...an emo tio nally sig ­ 
nificant ev ent o r radical chang e o f 
status quo in a perso n’s life." 


But the term “energ y crisis” isn’t in 
the dictio nary y et and the meaning is 
far fro m clear. Do es an “ energ y 
crisis” still ex ist in Ohio ? 
"I do n't think y o u can hav e a three- 
y ear turning po int,” said William 
Chaddo ck o f Co lumbia Gas o f Ohio , 
recalling the phrase "energ y crisis” 
was first used widely in 197 3. ‘"Energ y 
pro blem' mig ht be a better wo rd," he 
added. 


Peter Susey , deputy directo r o f 
research and dev elo pment fo r the Ohio 
Energ y and Reso urce Dev elo pment 
Ag ency (ERDA), said, "It’s a philo ­ 
so phical questio n, and I do n’t think the 
man o n the street preceiv es it as a 
crisis. It’s a crisis by my perspectiv e 
in terms o f what are the lo ng er rang e 
implicatio ns. I can 
still see g as 
sho rtag es beco ming mo re acute.” 


To Rep. Tho mas J . Carney , a leader 
in energ y leg islating , an energ y crisis 
sug g ests "an impending disaster and I 
do n’t think that’s a phrase that o ug ht 
to be used any mo re.” 
Carney , D-7 1 Yo ung sto wn, ag rees 
with Chaddo ck, who se firm supplies 
natural g as to two -thirds o f Ohio : The 
situatio n 
is 
better 
defined as 
a 
pro blem. "We kno w that we’re dealing 
with an ex haustible amo unt o f natural 
reso urces and I think what we hav e to 
establish is a public awareness that the 
decisio ns we make to day are certainly 
g o ing to hav e an effect o n future 
g eneratio ns,” Carney said. 
The three ag ree that the “ g o o d o ld 
day s” o f plentiful fuel and lo w utility 
rates are g o ne — fo rev er. 
That will be clear in the co ming 
winter mo nths, particularly if the co ld 
wav e that recently bro ug ht 32 co n­ 
secutiv e day s o f belo w no rmal tem­ 
peratures in central Ohio co ntinues. 
"We’re so much at the mercy o f the 
weather," ex plains Chaddo ck. "One o f 
the big g est pro blems that the co untry 
has faced o v er the last three y ears has 
seemed insig nificant because o f warm 
weather. We hav e been v ery , v ery 
fo rtunate.” 
But Ohio ’s luck o n weather may be 
running o ut

"Octo ber was 60 per cent co ld er th an 
no rmal,’’ Chaddo ck 
say s. "Ou r

millio n Ohio ans in 62 co u n ties, h as 
already anno unced natural g as cu r­ 
tailments o f 100 per cent fo r larg e 
industrial bo ilers, 65 per cent fo r in ­ 
dustries that can substitute o th er fu els, 
and 10 per cent fo r tho se that can ’t u se 
o ther fuels. 
Majo r co mmercial custo mers — 
scho o ls, sho pping centers, 
ch u rch es 
face a ratio ning o f 40 per cent o f

“We know that we’re dealing 
with an exhaustible amount of natural 
resources and I think what we have to 
establish is a public awareness that the 
decisions we make today are certainly 
going to have an effect on future 
generations,” Carney said. 
The three agree that the “good old 
days” of plentiful fuel and low utility 
rates are gone — forever. 
That will be clear in the coming 
winter months, particularly if the cold 
wave that recently brought 32 con­ 
secutive days of below normal tem­ 
peratures in central Ohio continues. 
“We’re so much at the mercy of the 
weather,” explains Chaddock. “One of 
the biggest problems that the country 
has faced over the last three years has 
seemed insignificant because of warm 
weather. We have been very, very 
fortunate.” 
But Ohio’s luck on weather may be 
running out.

“ October was OO per cent colder than 
norm al,” Chaddock 
says. 
“ Our 
customers are going to be getting some 
unseasonably high bills.” 
Columbia, which serves more than I 
million Ohioans in 62 counties, has 
already announced natural gas cur­ 
tailments of IOO per cent for large 
industrial boilers, 65 per cent for in­ 
dustries that can substitute other fuels, 
and IO per cent for those that can't use 
other fuels. 
Major commercial customers — 
schools, shopping centers, churches — 
face a rationing of 40 per cent of their 
normal allotment. 
The 
residential 
sector will not be affected, but state 
and utility spokesmen are urging 
homeowners and renters to keep their 
therm ostats at 67 degrees. 
“ E nergy conservation does not 
mean that we must give up the good 
life,” said Robert Ryan, executive 
director of Ohio ERDA. “ More simply, 
we must discourage the waste of 
energy, to save for those who really 
need it.” 


Ryan pushes a Home Energy Savers 
program stressing weatherization and 
insulation as “major elements in the 
development of an effective con­ 
servation ethic.” 
“ The residential sector of Ohio is 
responsible for 20.4 per cent of the total 
energy consumption within the state 
and approximately 80 per cent of the 
homes in Ohio are inadequately in­ 
sulated,’’ he said. “ Moderate ex­ 
penditures 
on 
residential 
weatherization could save from IO to 20 
l>er cent of the energy consumed and 
free more than 60.7 billion British 
Termal Units (BTU’s) of natural gas 
for Ohio's industrial and commercial 
users.” 
R yan’s office 
has a 
toll-free 
telephone for information 
on the 
energy savers program at 1-800-282- 
9234. 
The challenge for officials like Ryan 
and Susey is developing that ethic or 
awareness among a public that has 
tended more and more in recent years 
toward cyncism when government or 


politics are involved in an issue. 


“ I x K i k 
w hats 
happened to car 
sales,” Susey noted “TTiey’re all going 
back to large cars. Everyone thinks it 
(a gas shortage) a monumental hoax 
and they don't care.” 
Even legislators who promote 
energy bills sometimes have their 
doubts. 
“The difficulty is the credibility of 
the whole thing,” says Carney, “and I 
am having that problem also " 
To be sure, Carney agrees energy 
resources are being depleted, but he 
feels national policies, particularly in 
dealing with the Arab oil-producing 
nations, have fogged the energy pic­ 
ture.

NEW YORK — There are Americans 
who hav e been waiting as long as fou r 
y ears to obtain a v isa to v isit the 
People's Repu blic of China. 
Kwangchow (Canton) and Pek ing 
are the “in" places to trav el. Bu t they 
hav e been "ou t" for the av erage 
citizen. 
"If y ou wanted to v isit China, y ou 'v e 
alway s had to hav e a specific ‘reason.’ 
And y ou r reason' had to be something

problems," say s Ru thanne Dev lin. 
"Grou ps of specialists in medicine, 
agricu ltu re or bu siness cou ld get v isas, 
bik tou rists cannot.

They want to 
open their doors v ery little and v ery 
slowly . They ’re ex tremely prou d of 
what they ’v e accomplished, and they 
want to be certain that foreign gu ests 
u nderstand them, rather than merely 
look ing at their land and people with 
cu riosity .

dev eloping an army of professors who 
can answer q u estions and ex plain how 
the Chinese think , and why they do 
things - in other words, assu ring that 
the contact between their people and 
tou rists is good." 
Dev lu i is a tall, blonde, 29 -y ear-old 


woman, recently retu rned from China, 
where she managed to negotiate an 
historic agreement for her employ er: 
The Carras line's ship, DANAE, will be 
the first cru ise ship from the Western 
world permitted to dock at a Chinese 
port since 1949. 
This means that nex t Febru ary , at 
least .'100 tou rists will be able to see 
China for three day s with no com­ 
plications. (Unless the cru ise prices of 
$5,7 00 to $18,000 for the fu ll 8 8 -day 
pack age poses a complication.)

BOSTON 
(AP) — Worried that 
something has gone wrong, politicians 
from the N ortheast are form ing 
pressu re grou ps to recaptu re the 
economic leadership that once was 
their region’s u nq u estioned right. 
Since last su mmer, congressmen, 
gov ernors and state legislators hav e 
link ed together m coalitions they hope 
will accu mu late enou gh political pow­ 
er to slow the slide of their beleagu ered 
region. 
So far, the grou ps ex ist mostly on 
paper. And ev en the organizers 
q u estion whether their members can 
look bey ond their immediate interests 
to work for the health of the entire 
Northeast. 
Bu t ev en if these grou ps fail by 
themselv es to find solu tions for the 
Northeast, their su pporters say they 
will at least start people talk ing abou t 
the region as a place with special 
needs and problems of its own. 
" It’s now a m atter of consciou sness- 
raising ,’’ 
say s 
Rep. 
Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass. "These grou ps 
focu s attention on the ineq u ities.” 
The 
u nfairness 
described 
by 
Harrington and others centers on the 
federal gov ernment. Washington has 
failed, they say , to shift its economic 
help to the region that now needs it 
most—the Northeast. 
The Su nbelt states—the Sou theast 
and Sou thwest—are throbbing with 
new indu stry , and y et the northeastern 
congressmen maintain these states get 
a disproportionate share of federal 
money . 
They 
cite stu dies showing that 
residents of the six New England 


states plu s New York , New Jersey and 
Pennsy lv ania get back only 85 cents 
for ev ery dollar they pay to the federal 
gov ernment in tax es. At the same 
tu ne, residents of the Sou th get back 
$1.14, 
while New 
Mex ico citizens 
receiv e $1,93. 
Yet the Northeast lags far behind the 
Su nbelt m the growth of its popu lation 
and manu factu ring. 
Harrington has been one of the 
N ortheast’s chief adv ocates. The 
liberal congressman has stirred u p 
attention and helped organize the 
beginning of a response to the region’s 
economic dilemma. 
His most ambitiou s u ndertak ing has 
been u niting abou t 200 congressmen in 
the Northeast-Midwest Economic Ad­ 
v ancement Coalition. 
So far, the coalition has prov ided a 
chance for congressmen to talk abou t 
the economic woes of the Northeast. 
Members are holding a series of 
hearings in New York , Boston and 
Detroit. Bu t ev en Harrington, who is 
chairman of the coalition, dou bts how 
mu ch impact it can hav e bey ond this. 
The limitations are bu ilt into the way 
congressmen work . Ordinarily , they 
are considered to be doing well if they 
attract contracts, grants and other 
gov ernm ent money to the ir own 
districts. 
Harrington say s it will be difficu lt to 
conv ince these politicians they also 
shou ld worry abou t fav ors for distant 
states that happen to be in the same 
geographic region. 
"This flies in the face of traditional 
standards of congressional su ccess," 
Harrington say s.

deliciou s to the point of ecstatic - 
featu ring cu rries, fru its, broiled and 
barbecu ed fish and meats - "and I 
didn’t feel hu ngry an hou r, or ev en a 
day , later." She wandered freely 
arou nd the cities withou t an escort, 
and v isited a priv ate home in a com­ 
mu nal farm near Canton. "It had a 
transistor radio, and a 
T V set in the 
commu ne’s recreation hall." 
She wore sk irts du ring her stay , "bu t 
all the Chinese women wore pants, 
whether they were work ing or dining 
in a restau rant or strolling the streets 
with a sweetheart du ring the ev ening. 
Yes, they hav e open romance there, 
ju st as we do.” 
Dev lin saw su rgery with acu pu nc­ 
tu re anaesthesia, and stay ed at the 
best hotels in the two cities, Pek ing 
and Kwangchow, where they offered to 
serv e her steak and French fries if she 
tired of Chinese food. (She nev er did.) 
There is no tipping in China, and if 
any one leav es money on a table, it is 
immediately sent to I A>st and Fou nd. 
"And I was amazed that y ou can’t 
throw any thing away in the hotels. I 
bou ght a beau tifu l handmade lace 
tablecloth and after pack ing it, 
cru mpled the paper bag and left it. I 
came back to the room to find it 
carefu lly smoothed ou t for me on the 
bu reau . I left a newspaper in the lobby , 
and they brpu ght it to me in my room; 
I nev er cou ld get rid of it - had to carry 
a week -old newspaper from Pek ing to 
Kwangchow 
becau se 
they 
k ep 
retu rning it to me." 
She was tak en to the Great Wall and 
the Ming Tombs, shown the famou s 
giant pandas, dined and wined with the 
nativ e drink - a clear aq u av it-lik e 
v ersion of white lightning called Mon- 
tai.

with 
gov ernm ent representativ es, they 
were say ing in a marv elou s oriental 
accent, "Bottoms Up.’ And I wou ld 
drink down the little glasses of Mon- 
tai. I heard in Pek ing that the word had 
preceded me there that The blonde 
will drink y ou u nder the table.’ It 
seems when they toast y ou in China, 
y ou don’t hav e to drink - bu t nobody 
had told me that.” 
The most v alu able possession in 
China is the basic black bicy cle, and 
ev ery body seems to hav e one, creating 
whirring traffic jams in the city 
streets. 
And, as the cru isers on the DANAE 
will discov er nex t Febru ary , there are 
adv antages to v isiting China - free 
medical serv ice, free cigarettes and 
beer and free hair-sty ling in the hotels 
- as well as u niq u e shopping. "You bu y 
beau tifu l lace, porcelain, iv ory and 
jade - all v ery cheap. Bu t the antiq u es 
bu siness is a little dicey ; the Chinese 
hav e learned how to carv e iv ory , pu t it 
throu gh an acid bath, and bu ry it for a 
few day s so that it comes ou t look ing 
beau tifu lly crack ed and ex tremely 
old.” 
The gov ernm ent agency ask ed 
Ru thanne to retu rn with her ship, and 
she can hardly wait. “ I got by with 
only two words in Chinese,” she say s. 
"They ’re pronou nced ‘nee-how’ - that’s 
hello. And ‘tsee-tsee-eh’ - which is 
thank y ou . 
"They wanted to teach me to say 
‘goodby e,’ bu t I refu sed to learn it."

I’v e been told that I hav e a hy drocele 
of one testicle. I’m worried abou t the 
fact that this may affect me after I’m 
m arried and that this will k eep me 
from hav ing children. I’m 20. 
Mr. A. M.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. M.; 
In the rest of y ou r letter y ou tell me 
that y ou r doctor assu red y ou that this 
collection of flu id arou nd the testicle 
wou ld not endanger the testicle itself. 
The flu id secretian is contained in a 
thin-walled sac that su rrou nds the 
testicle. This flu id does not pu t any 
pressu re on the testicle. When tak en 
care of early , it can do no damage to it. 
In simple cases, the flu id is with­ 
drawn painlessly throu gh a sy ringe. In 
those cases that tend to recu r, a small 
incision is made, the flu id is liberated 
and the sac is su rgically left open. 
It may be of interest to y ou to k now 
that some children are bom with a 
hy drocele. 
These, too, 
a re not 
dangerou s and 
alm ost 
alw ay s 
disappear completely . 


u sed ex tensiv ely for the ey es. Boric 
acid was a hou sehold remedy and k ept 
in ou r medicine cabinet. I notice that it 
has disappeared from the hou sehold 
scene. Why ?

Dear Mrs. J.: 
For y ears, boric acid was u sed as 
mild antiseptic, as an ey ewash, as a 
disinfectant, and as a gargle. 
Recently , a- nu mber of fatalities 
among infants and children were 
traced to the boric acid that was ab­ 
sorbed from the diapers that were 
rinsed in it. 
Since the tox ic effect of boric acid 
became k nown it has been strictly 
forbidden in hospitals for newborn 
infants and children. 
There are so many ex cellent an­ 
tiseptics av ailable that there is no 
longer any need for u sing boric acid as 
a common hou sehold antiseptic.

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DENVER (AP) - The growing 
rank s of black pu blic officials salu ted 
civ il rights leader Roy Wilk ins in a 
thu nderou s ceremony mark ed by a 
promise of u rban aid from Jimmy Car­ 
ter and Wilk ins’ q u iet appraisal of the 
president-elect: "He means good." 
Wilk ins, who steps down nex t y ear as 
director of the National Association for 
the Adv ancement of Colored People, 
receiv ed the Liberty Award on Su nday 
from the National Black Cau cu s of 
Ijocal Elected Officials. He was lau ded 
by black u rban leaders, as weU as 
Carter and by Wilk ins’ su ccessor at the 
NAACP, Benjamin Hook s. 


“The cu tting edge of the civ il rights 
mov ement today is politics," said 
cau cu s president May nard Jack son, 
may or of Atlanta. 
In 1969, the first y ear that figu res 
were compiled, 
1,185 black s held 
elected office at all lev els of gov ern­ 
ment. In 197 6, the nu mber is 3,97 9. Of 
these, 143 are may ors, many attending 
the National Leagu e of Cities annu al 
meeting u nder way here this week . 


Still, as Hook s pointed ou t, the 
stru ggle for eq u ality that mark ed 
Wilk ins’ career at the NAACP remains 
to be won. 
» 
Thou gh black s are 11 per cent of the 
nation’s popu lation, black elected 
officials comprise less than one per 
cent of all elected pu blic officials. 


"Tonight we face the challenge ot 
limited su ccess. Tonight in America 
there is too little for too m any ," said 
Hook s. “ Let u s not get so concerned 
with ou r Brook s Brothers su its and 
IBM briefcases that we forget there 
are people ou t there who need ou r 
help." 


Carter told the cau cu s he is "deeply 
concerned” abou t u rban America, and 
he pledged to implement a "broad and 
comprehensiv e u rban policy " to aid 
the nation’s trou bled cities. 


Speak ing by telephone from Plains, 
G a., C arter offered no specific 
proposals in his address. Bu t he said 
black s wou ld be "direct beneficiaries 
of ou r concern and ou r action," prom­ 
ising, "I will not be remote from y ou r 
own objectiv es and goals.” 
Carter said the cities hav e been 
v ictim ized by federal economic 
policies, and v owed that a change 
"m u st tak e place." 


Wilk ins said he is often ask ed what 
black people can ex pect from the 
Carter administration, and he said, 
"The answer is simple: We ex pect him 
to k eep his promises to giv e leadership 
and su bstance to the principles of 
eq u ality and ju stice." 
Wilk ins conclu ded, "Personally I am 
persu aded that he means good."

“ Groups of specialists in medicine, 
agriculture or business could get visas, 
but tourists cannot. 
The Chinese 
government is cautious. They want to 
open their doors very little and very 
slowly. They’re extremely proud of 
what they've accomplished, and they 
want to be certain that foreign guests 
understand them, rather than merely 
looking at their land and people with 
curiosity. 
Right 
now 
they’re 
developing an army of professors who 
can answer questions and explain how 
the Chinese think, and why they do 
things - in other words, assuring that 
the contact between their people and 
tourists is good.” 
Devlm is a tall, blonde, 29-year-old 


woman, recently returned from China, 
where she managed to negotiate an 
historic agreement for her employer: 
The Carras line’s ship, DANAE, will be 
the first cruise ship from the Western 
world permitted to dock at a Chinese 
port since 1949. 
This means that next February, at 
least 300 tourists will be able to see 
China for three days with no com­ 
plications. (Unless the cruise prices of

BOSTON 
(AP) — Worried that 
something has gone wrong, politicians 
from the Northeast are forming 
pressure groups to recapture the 
economic leadership that once was 
their region’s unquestioned right. 
Since last summer, congressmen, 
governors and state legislators have 
linked together in coalitions they hope 
will accumulate enough political pow­ 
er to slow the slide of their beleaguered 
region. 
So far, the groups exist mostly on 
paper. And even the organizers 
question whether their members can 
look beyond their immediate interests 
to work for the health of the entire 
Northeast. 
But even if these groups fail by 
themselves to find solutions for the 
Northeast, their supporters say they 
will at least start people talking about 
the region as a place with special 
needs and problems of its own. 
“ It’s now a matter of consciousness- 
raisin g,” 
says 
Rep. 
Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass. “ These groups 
focus attention on the inequities.” 
The 
unfairness 
described 
by 
Harrington and others centers on the 
federal government. Washington has 
failed, they say, to shift its economic 
help to the region that now needs it 
most—the Northeast. 
The Sunbelt states—the Southeast 
and Southwest—are throbbing with 
new industry, and yet the northeastern 
congressmen maintain these states get 
a disproportionate share of federal 
money. 
They cite studies showing that 
residents of the six New England 


states plus New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania get back only 85 cents 
for every dollar they pay to the federal 
government in taxes. At the same 
time, residents of the South get back 
$1.14, while New Mexico citizens 
receive $1.93. 
Yet the Northeast lags far behind the 
Sunbelt rn the growth of its population 
and manufacturing. 
Harrington has been one of the 
Northeast’s chief advocates. The 
liberal congressman has stirred up 
attention and helped organize the 
beginning of a response to the region’s 
economic dilemma. 
His most ambitious undertaking has 
been uniting about 200 congressmen in 
the Northeast-Midwest Economic Ad­ 
vancement Coalition. 
So far, the coalition has provided a 
chance for congressmen to talk about 
the economic woes of the Northeast. 
Members are holding a series of 
hearings in New York, Boston and 
Detroit. But even Harrington, who is 
chairman of the coalition, doubts how 
much impact it can have beyond this. 
The limitations are built into the way 
congressmen work. Ordinarily, they 
are considered to be doing well if they 
attract contracts, grants and other 
government money to their own 
districts. 
Harrington says it will be difficult to 
convince these politicians they also 
should worry about favors for distant 
states that happen to be in the same 
geographic region. 
“ This flies in the face of traditional 
standards of congressional success,” 
Harrington says.

“ And I was amazed that you can’t 
throw anything away in the hotels. I 
bought a beautiful handmade lace 
tablecloth and after packing it, 
crumpled the paper bag and left it. I 
came back to the room to find it 
carefully smoothed out for me on the 
bureau. I left a newspaper in the lobby, 
and they brought it to me in my room; 
I never could get rid of it - had to carry 
a week-old newspaper from Peking to 
Kwangchow 
because 
they 
kep 
returning it to me.” 
She was taken to the Great Wall and 
the Ming Tombs, shown the famous 
giant pandas, dined and wined with the 
native drink - a clear aquavit-like 
version of white lightning called Mon- 
tai. 
‘‘Everywhere 
I 
went 
with 
government representatives, they 
were saying in a marvelous oriental 
accent, “ Bottoms Up.’ And I would 
drink down the little glasses of Mon- 
tai. I heard in Peking that the word had 
preceded me there that ‘The blonde 
will drink you under the table.’ It 
seems when they toast you in China, 
you don’t have to drink - but nobody 
had told me that.” 
The most valuable possession in 
China is the basic black bicycle, and 
everybody seems to have one, creating 
whirring traffic jams in the city 
streets. 
And, as the cruisers on the DANAE 
will discover next February, there are 
advantages to visiting China - free 
medical service, free cigarettes and 
beer and free hair-styling in the hotels 
- as well as unique shopping. “ You buy 
beautiful lace, porcelain, ivory and 
jade - all very cheap. But the antiques 
business is a little dicey; the Chinese 
have learned how to carve ivory, put it 
through an acid bath, and bury it for a 
few days so that it comes out looking 
beautifully cracked and extremely 
old.” 
The government agency asked 
Ruthanne to return with her ship, and 
she can hardly wait. “ I got by with 
only two words in Chinese,” she says.

The act calls for the GSA to prepare 
regulations to govern public access to 
the material and submit them to 
Congress for approval. The ficst set of 
proposed regulations was rejected by 
the Senate last year, a second set was 
withdrawn by the OSA and a third was 
vetoed by the House on Sept 14.

I’ve been told that I have a hydrocele 
of one testicle. I’m worried about the 
fact that this may affect me after I’m 
married and that this will keep me 
from having children. I’m 20. 
Mr. AM. , Ga. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
In the rest of your letter you tell me 
that your doctor assured you that this 
collection of fluid around the testicle 
would not endanger the testicle itself. 
The fluid secretion is contained in a 
thin-walled sac that surrounds the 
testicle. This fluid does not put any 
pressure on the testicle. When taken 
care of early, it can do no damage to it. 
In simple cases, the fluid is with­ 
drawn painlessly through a syringe. In 
those cases that tend to recur, a small 
incision is made, the fluid is liberated 
and the sac is surgically left open. 
It may be of interest to you to know 
that same children are bom with a 
hydrocele. 
These, too, 
are not 
dangerous 
and 
alm ost 
alw ays 
disappear completely.

Recently, a- number of fatalities 
among infants and children were 
traced to the boric acid that was ab­ 
sorbed from the diapers that were 
rinsed in it. 
Since the toxic effect of boric acid 
became known it has been strictly 
forbidden in hospitals for newborn 
infants and children. 
There are so many excellent an­ 
tiseptics available that there is no 
longer any need for using boric acid as 
a common household antiseptic.

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DENVER (AP) — The growing 
ranks of black public officials saluted 
civil rights leader Roy Wilkins in a 
thunderous ceremony marked by a 
promise of urban aid from Jimmy Car­ 
ter and Wilkins’ quiet appraisal of the 
president-elect: “ He means good.” 
Wilkins, who steps down next year as 
director of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, 
received the Liberty Award on Sunday 
from the National Black Caucus of 
Local Elected Officials. He was lauded 
by black urban leaders, as well as 
Carter and by Wilkins’ successor at the 
NAACP, Benjamin Hooks. 


“ The cutting edge of the civil rights 
movement today is politics,” said 
caucus president Maynard Jackson, 
mayor of Atlanta. 
In 1969, the first year that figures 
were compiled, 
1,185 blacks held 
elected office at all levels of govern­ 
ment. In 1976, the number is 3,979. Of 
these, 143 are mayors, many attending 
the National League of Cities annual 
meeting under way here this week. 


Still, as Hooks pointed out, the 
struggle for equality that marked 
Wilkins’ career at the NAACP remains 
to be won. 
» 
Though blacks are ll per cent of the 
nation’s population, black elected 
officials comprise less than one per 
cent of all elected public officials. 


“ Tonight we face the challenge ot 
limited success. Tonight in America 
there is too little for too many,” said 
Hooks. “ Let us not get so concerned 
with our Brooks Brothers suits and 
IBM briefcases that we forget there 
are people out there who need our 
help.” 


Carter told the caucus he is “ deeply 
concerned” about urban America, and 
he pledged to implement a “ broad and 
comprehensive urban policy” to aid 
the nation’s troubled cities. 


Speaking by telephone from Plains, 
G a., Carter offered no specific 
proposals in his address. But he said 
blacks would be “ direct beneficiaries 
of our concern and our action,” prom­ 
ising, “ I will not be remote from your 
own objectives and goals.” 
Carter said the cities have been 
victim ized by federal economic 
policies, and vowed that a change 
“ must take place.” 


Wilkins said he is often asked what 
black people can expect from the 
Carter administration, and he said, 
“ The answer is simple: We expect him 
to keep his promises to give leadership 
and substance to the principles of 
equality and justice.” 
Wilkins concluded, “ Personally I am 
persuaded that he means good.” 
The $100-a-plate fundraiser drew a 


full house of about 600, including 
several possible Cabinet appointees — 
Mayors Kenneth Gibson of Newark, 
N.J., Coleman Young of Detroit, 
Thomas Bradley of Los Angeles and 
Richard Hatcher of Gary, Ind.

Males Still Earning 
M ore Than Women 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — The average 
man working fulltime in 1974 earned 
about $5,000 more than the average 
woman, the I^abor Department says. 


Furthermore, the gap between male 
and female incomes has increased 
drastically in the past two decades, the 
department reported Sunday. 


In 1955, men were earning about 56.4 
per cent more than women. By 1974, 
the gap had widened to 74.8 per cent. 
In 1974, the median earnings of 
women were $6,772, compared with 
$11,835 for men — a difference of 
$5,063, or nearly $100 a week. 
The report, based on Census Bureau 
data, blamed two primary factors for 
the widening gap: a continued con­ 
centration of women in low-skilled, 
lowpaying jobs, and a sharp rise in the

Women accounted for 63 per cent of 
workers earning between $3,000 and 
$4,999 in 1974, and for 58 per cent of 
those earning $5,000 to $6,999. 
The report also found that a once 
wide gap between the earnings of 
white and black women is narrowing. 
Black women working fulltime in 1974 
averaged 94 per cent as much pay as 
white women; in 1960, black women 
averaged only 70 per cent as much. 
The average black man working 
fulltime earned $9,082 in 1974, or 73.4 
per cent of the average white man’s 
fulltime earnings of $12,343. 
The report said women of all races 
are “ clearly overrepresented among 
those workers whose earnings are 
low.”

Riffe To Be Ke y Sta te Le a de r 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With a 
firm grip on his troops in the House, 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe J r. will 
become one of Ohio's key decision 
makers when the nex t legislature con­ 
venes J an. 3. 
He will share the leadership role in a 
new veto-proof General Assembly with 
his counterpart-Senate 
Majority 
leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron. 
Democrats will control the House 62- 
37. and with Ocasek’s 21-12 margin in 
the Senate, the legislature will be able 
to enact laws and adopt the 1977-1979 
budget 
over 
the 
objections of 
Republican Gov. J ames A. Rhodes 
Riffe, 
50, 
a 
dapper-dressed, 
bespectacled insurance man from New 
Boston in Scioto County , is likely to 
keep a tight rein over the lower 
chamber during the nex t two y ears, 
possibly propelling himself into con­ 
tention for the governorship in 1978. He 
scorns such talk, for the record, 
any way . "My job is to be speaker,” he 
say s. 
Riffe will be starting his 19th y ear in 
the legislature, he is a "down home" 
politician from southern Ohio, like 
Rhodes in that and other way s. He 
never graduated from college, he 
learned his politics at the grass roots 
level, and doesn't mind twisting arms 
in a party caucus. Also like RJhodes, 
Riffe demands and receives loy alty . 
All he had to do to retain his same 
leadership team from the last two 
y ears was to say he wanted the 
members re-elected. They were, 
without challenge, at a November 
caucus.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — A 45-year- 
old father of three here wants a job so 
badly, he’s willing to pay $5,000 to get 
one. 
Joseph Rants has 20 years es* 
perience in the paper industry, and lost 
his product manager’s job with the 
Mead Corp. here about three months 
ago when it was phased out during a 
department reorganization. 
Like most job hunters. Rants has 
been answering advertisements in 
newspapers and dealing with em­ 
ployment agencies in his search for 
employment. 


But Rants has gone a couple of steps 
further. He has offered $500 to $5,000 to 
anyone who gets him a legitimate and 
acceptable job offer. 
He 
even 
sent 
cables to 
both 
presidential 
candidates offering 
contributions of $500 for their cam­ 
paigns if they could get him a bona fide 
offer, but neither candidate replied. 
He said there’s been just one 
response to the newspaper ad­ 
vertisem ents, term ing it “ pretty 
disappointing.” 


“ I have been working with four or 
five agencies, I’ve written to 35 or 40 
paper companies. I’ve answered Wall 
Street Journal ads, in total maybe 
contacted between 2,000 and 2,500 
people in the past three months,” all 
without luck, Ranta said. 
Right now, he says he is negotiating 
with a mailing service to have his Job 
request letters prepared and sent in 
bulk lots. 


“ I had 44 years at Mead, and they 
were very enjoyable. At the end, Mead 
gave me a month’s severance pay and 
60 days notice to find another job,” 
Ranta said. “The problem is that at 
my age level and income level, you 
can't make the change in 60 days.” 
His age and education—a BA in 
forest product engineering and a 
masters in business administration— 
make him different from most of the 
unemployed in Montgomery County.

Death Penalty 
For Slaying 


NEWARK, Ohio (AP) - William 
Nabozny, 39, of Dearborn, Mich., has 
been sentenced to death in the electric 
chair for the kidnap-murder last 
December of Detroit banker James 
Crawford. 
Judge Winston C. Allen of the 
licking County Common Pleas Court 
imposed the sentence 
and 
set 
Nabozny’s execution date for April 18. 
The sentencing came Monday after 
psychiatrists testified that Nabozny’s 
mental state did not qualify him under 
Ohio law to be spared death. 
Under Ohio’s capital punishment 
law, which was upheld last week by the 
Ohio Supreme Court, death is a 
mandatory penalty when a murder is 
committed when aggravating cir­ 
cumstances and no mitigating cir­ 
cumstances exist. 
Nabozny was convicted June 8 in the 
murder of the 25-year-old assistant 
branch manager of the National Bank 
of Detroit, who was abducted while on 
his way to work in Detroit on Dec. 4, 
1975, and held for $250,000 ransom. 
His body was found Dec. IO on a 
rural Licking County road. The county 
coroner said Crawford bled to death 
from more than 20 knife wounds in the 
chest, back, neck and head. 
A second defendant in the case, John 
Garside, 40, 
was 
convicted of 
aggravated murder in the case last 
week. His sentencing was postponed 
until after psychiatric examination. 
Garside also could face the death 
penalty. 


“I do not seek or desire your 
clemency ...,” he said in the four-line 
letter made public Monday. "The 
sentence was set — I accept it.” 
The Tribune's interview, reported in 
a copyright article in today’s editions, 
followed a restraining order issued by 
U.S. District Court Judge Willis W 
Ritter against the Utah Board of 
Corrections, which had refused to 
allow reporters access to Gilmore. The 
board said it would appeal the ruling. 
“You can’t take someone’s life or do 
some wrong and then start to sniffle 
because you are punished,” Gilmore 
told the Tribune’s George A. Sorensen, 
the only reporter he agreed to see. 
“If the board and the court do not 
wish to accept the sentence handed 
down, they should let me go,” Gilmore 
was quoted as saying. 
He said he still wants to marry his 
girl friend, Nicole Barrett, and, asked 
if he had a message for her, said, 
“Give her my deepest love. I love her 
more than life.” 
Shirley Pedler of the Utah affiliate of 
the American Civil Uberties Union 
(ACLU) has said her group and others 
would seek a stay if Gilmore were 
given his wish to die. The ACLU, which 
opposes capital punishment, contends 
the execution should be delayed until 
the constitutionality of Utah's death 
penalty law is tested. 
Robert Van Sciver, one of several 
lawyers representing other inmates on 
Utah's Death Row, has said appeals 
aimed at stopping the execution would 
be filed immediately if Gilmore gets a 
new date with the firing squad on 
grounds that the execution would 
prejudice other cases. 
Gilmore was convicted of killing 
Bennie Bushnell, 25, during a robbery 
last July. Gilmore testified that he 
ordered Bushnell, who left an infant 
child and young widow, to lie on the 
floor and then put a pistol against the 
clerk’s head and pulled the trigger. 
Gilmore told the Tribune he felt the 
death penalty “is proper.” He said he 
does not wish to spend another 18 years 
in prison and believes he is “being 
practical in accepting the sentence.” 
The last execution in the United 
States was on June 2, 1967, when Luis 
Jose Monge died in Colorado’s gas 
chamber. More than 400 men and 
women await possible execution on 
Death Rows across the nation.

OAKLAND, Calif. (A P) — Wendy 
Yoshimura used at least five aliases 
and armed herself with an arsenal of 
firearms during her 3V*-year life on the 
run with some of America’s most 
wanted fugitives, says the prosecutor 
in her weapons possession trial. 
“ Her conduct speaks louder than 
words ever could," Jeff Homer said in 
his opening statement Monday, 
Defense lawyer James [¿arson, who 
concedes that the ¡»-year-old defen­ 
dant fled prosecution and lived with 
fugitives in the terrorist underground, 
was to make his opening statement 
today. 
Homer spent the entire day outlining ' 
the past six years of Miss Yoshimura’s 
life, beginning on Aug. 3, 1971, when 
the state contends she rented a 
Berkeley garage to store weapons for 
radicals. 
When police raided the garage on 
March 30, 1972, and found a cache of 
weapons 
and 
explosives, 
Miss 
Yoshimura dropped from sight. She 
was arrested in September 1975 with 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst 
Reading from prepared notes, 
Horner 
repeatedly 
linked 
Miss 
Yoshim ura to the weapons and 
revolutionary literature found in the 
garage, to Symbionese 
liberation 
Army members William and Em ily 
Harris, and to “ a life of multiple 
identities." 
“ Wendy Yoshimura was living two, 
three or four separate lives," Homer 
said. “ She had a variety of false 
names." 
He said she used phony identification 


to purchase rifles and rent apart­ 
ments. He said her fingerprints were 
found 
in SI.A hideouts in 
Penn­ 
sylvania, Sacramento, Calif., and San 
Francisco. 


When captured, she had a loaded 
pistol in her purse, a fully loaded 
sawed-off carbine in her bedroom and 
incriminating letters in her hand­ 
writing implicating herself with the 
SI^A hidden 
under her 
mattress, 
Homer said. 
Homer drew rapt attention from the 
jury when he mentioned the Harrises 
and 
Miss Hearst 
He 
named 
as 
prospective witnesses for the state 
several persons who testified at Miss 
H earst’s bank robbery trial last 
spring. 
Miss Yoshimura’s lawyer, speaking 
outside of court, told reporters that 
events alluded to by Homer “ have no 
bearing on the charges stemming from 
1972. She fled, she did associate with 
fugitives. We admit that. The in­ 
dictment against her does not refer to 
any of that. She is not accused of any of 
th a t" 
Miss Yoshimura joined Miss Hearst 
and the Harrises in hiding during the 
summer of 1974, more than two years 
after she fled. 


Miss Yoshimura, now free on $25,000 
bail, is accused in a four-count in­ 
dictment of possessing bomb com­ 
ponents, explosives, a machine gun 
and a destructive device with intent to 
injure persons and destroy property. 
If convicted, she could be im­ 
prisoned for five years to life.

Com m odities 
Level O ff 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Prices of 
major farm commodities may have 
leveled off during the past month after 
taking a 5 per cent nosedive between 
Sept 15 and Oct. 15, the sharpest one- 
month decline in nearly a year. 
A new report showing how farm 
prices reacted from Oct 15 to Nov. 15, 
was being prepared today by the 
Agriculture Department. One source 
said no large-scale change, either up 
or down, was expected this month. 
Prices farmers get for raw com­ 
modities, 
ranging 
from 
cattle to 
soybeans, often fluctuate widely from 
month to month. But over a longer 
period they are valuable indicators of 
how consumer food prices may evolve. 


The 5 per cent decline in farm prices 
from Sept. 15 to Oct. 15 was the 
sharpest since they dropped 6 per cent 
from October to November a year ago, 
according to USDA records. It also 
was the third consecutive month that 
farm prices dropped. 
A much larger cattle slaughter, a 
rise in pork output and huge grain 
crops — including a record com 
harvest 
— 
have 
been 
m ainly 
responsible for the price slide. 
As of Oct. 15, according to the report 
issued a month ago, farm prices on the 
average were down 9 per cent from the 
same date last year. 


Other reports published by USDA in 
recent weeks show that grain prices 
have continued to decline since mid- 
October. Wheat delivered to Kansas 
City, for example, averaged $2.54 a 
bushel as of Nov. 13 against an October 
full-month average of $2.77. 
Com prices at Omaha were about 
$2.05 a bushel earlier this month, 
compared with an October average of 
$2.36 a bushel. In Oct. 1975, wheat 
averaged $4.09 at Kansas City for the 
month and Omaha com was $2.75 a 
bushel. 
On the other hand, soybean prices in 
Chicago have been up, averaging 
around $6.42 a bushel going into the 
middle of the month, compared with 
$6.23 in October and the average in Oc­ 
tober of 1975 of $4.97 a bushel. 


As opposed to wheat and com, the 
soybean crop was down significantly 
this year, meaning a brisk domestic 
and foreign demand has caused higher 
prices. 
The price report issued monthly by 
USDA involves weighting farm prices 
of various products according to their 
importance in the over-all price index.

“ We may not have been responsible 
for his winning, but we did what we 
had to do," said Hatcher. “ You can’t 
exclude the mayors’ efforts in a 
handful of key states." 
Thomas Tatum, C arter’s urban 
campaign director, says heavy city 
votes were critical to Carter’s winning 
at least four strategic states — Penn­ 
sylvania, Wisconsin, New York and 
Louisiana. 
Jane Hartley, executive director of 
the Democratic Mayors Conference, 
cited these statistics: Carter won 
Philadelphia by 250,000 votes and 
Pennsylvania by 128,000; Milwaukee 
by 70,000 and Wisconsin by 36,000; New 
York City by 650,000 and the state by 
276,000; and Baltimore by 93,000 and 
Maryland by 87,000. 
The bigger the city, the better Carter 
fared. 
Ms. H artley, who prefers the 
feminist designation, said election 
analyses show Carter won 63 per cent 
of the vote in cities of more than 500,000 
population, 55 per cent in cities bet­ 
ween 250,000 and 500,000, and 54 per 
cent in cities with 50,000 to 250,000. 
All these big-city categories show 
Carter well ahead of Humphrey’s 
effort, which was hindered by the 
third-party candidacy of Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama. 
Because C arter’s victory over 
President Ford was narrow, there are 
many groups whose electoral clout 
was necessary for Carter to win. 
Besides the Southern bloc, Carter 
aides cite his lopsided plurality among 
black, labor, ethnic and Jewish voters 
as critical. All are predominantly 
urban groups.

Major Farm 
Commodities 
Level O ff 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Prices of 
major farm commodities may have 
leveled off during the past month after 
taking a 5 per cent nosedive between 
Sept 15 and Oct. 15, the sharpest one- 
month decline in nearly a year. 
A new report showing how farm 
prices reacted from Oct la to Nov. 15, 
was being prepared today by the 
Agriculture Department. One source 
said no large-scale change, either up 
or down, was expected this month. 
Prices farmers get for raw com­ 
modities, ranging from cattle to 
soybeans, often fluctuate widely from 
month to month. But over a longer 
period they are valuable indicators of 
how consumer food prices may evolve. 


The 5 per cent decline in farm prices 
from Sept 15 to Oct. 15 was the 
sharpest since they dropped 6 per cent 
from October to November a year ago, 
according to USDA records. It also 
was the third consecitive month that 
farm prices dropped. 
A much larger cattie slaughter, a 
rise in pork output and huge grain 
crops — including a record com 
harvest 
— 
have 
been 
mainly 
responsible for the price slide. 
As of Oct. 15, according to the report 
issued a month ago, farm prices on the 
average were down 9 per cent from the 
same date last year. 


Other reports published by USDA in 
recent weeks show that grain prices 
have continued to decline since mid- 
October. Wheat delivered to Kansas 
City, for example, averaged $2.54 a 
bushel as of Nov. 13 against an October 
full-month average of $2.77. 
Com prices at Omaha were about 
$2.05 a bushel earlier this month, 
compared with an October average of 
$2.36 a bushel. In Oct. 1975, wheat 
averaged $4.09 at Kansas City for the 
month and Omaha com was $2.75 a 
bushel. 
On the other hand, soybean prices in 
Chicago have been up, averaging 
around $6.42 a bushel going into the 
middle of the month, compared with 
$6.23 in October and the average in Oc­ 
tober of 1975 of $4.97 a bushel. 


As opposed to wheat and com, the 
soybean crop was down significantly 
this year, meaning a brisk domestic 
and foreign demand has caused higher 
prices. 
The price report issued monthly by 
USDA involves weighting farm prices 
of various products according to their 
importance in the over-all price index.

Thomas Tatum, Carter’s urban 
campaign director, says heavy city 
votes were critical to Carter’s winning 
at least four strategic states — Penn­ 
sylvania, Wisconsin, New York and 
louisiana. 
Jane Hartley, executive director of 
the Democratic Mayors Conference, 
cited these statistics: Carter won 
Philadelphia by 250,000 votes and 
Pennsylvania by 128,000; Milwaukee 
by 70,000 and Wisconsin by 36,000; New 
York City by 650,000 and the state by 
276,000; and Baltimore by 93,000 and 
Maryland by 87,000. 
The bigger the city, the better Carter 
fared. 
Ms. Hartley, who prefers the 
feminist designation, said election 
analyses show Carter won 63 per cent 
of the vote in cities of more than 500,000 
population, 55 per cent in cities bet­ 
ween 250,000 and 500,000, and 54 per 
cent in cities with 50,000 to 250,000. 
All these big-city categories show 
Carter well ahead of Humphrey’s 
effort, which was hindered by the 
third-party candidacy of Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama. 
Because Carter’s victory over 
President Ford was narrow, there are 
many groups whose electoral clout 
was necessary for Carter to win. 
Besides the Southern bloc, Carter 
aides cite his lopsided plurality among 
black, labor, ethnic and Jewish voters 
as critical. All are predominantly 
urban groups.
